Priority 

1. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 119(a)-(d), 
which papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 1 1-21-06 is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the 
information disclosure statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claim 10 is objected to because of the following informalities: the 
recitation "in which apparatus the resilient element" is not clear and 
appears to be a grammatical error. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and 
process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
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and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying 
out his invention. 

Claims 10-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way 
as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is 
most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. It appears that 
the "certain location", with respect to the piston (claim 10 line 11) and the 
restrictor (claim 10 line 24), appear to be essential as to how the switching 
function operates while informing a user of pressure. However, the 
applicant has failed to disclose any location with respect to a dimension, 
area and/or placement of the said location in a manner that would enable 
a person in the art to make and use function with respect to manufacturing 
this switching apparatus. 



5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 10-18 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 

as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim 

the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 
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Regarding ciaim 10 the limitation "the resilient element allows movement 
of the piston when a sufficient pressure is acting on the first end of the 
piston while the location of the second end depends on the movement of 
the piston, and in a certain location of the piston", and "a movement 
restrictor for stopping the movement of the piston towards the resilient 
element at a certain location" is not clear. That is the applicant has not 
clearly pointed or what or where this location is.
